The Bounty Bill giving Lands to soldiers, is 


become the law of the land, the President having 
withdrawn Ilia objections. This act being one in 
which a great many persons are interested, we 


iiu-i-rt a copy of it below : 


l\c it enacted ly the Senate and Uovst of Rep- 


n-iCiUatiucc of (fie United Ktates of America in 
(Juiiyreii* assembled, That each of the surviving, 
or the widow or minor children of decea&ed corn- 
mi.^ioued and noil-commissioned oilicers, musici- 
aiis. or jirivutus, whether of regulars, volunteers, 
nuigurd, or militia, who performed military ser- 
vice in iwy regiment, company, or detachment in 
tiie bervice of the United States in the war with 
Great Britain, declared by the United States on 
the 16th of June, 1812, or in any of the Indian 
Wiir.s since 17'JU, and each of the commissioned 
officers who were engaged in the military service 
of the United States in the late war with Mexi- 
co, wlinll bo entitled to lands, aa followa: Those 
who engaged to serve twelve months, or during 
the war actually served nine monJis, shall receive, 
one hundred and sixty acres; and those who err 
^nged to serve six months, and actually served 
four muntht), shall receive eighty acres; and those 
who engaged to serve far any, or an indefinite pe- 
riod, anil actually served one month, shall receive 
forty acres: Provided, That wherever any officer 
or soldier was honorably discharged in conse- 
quence of disability in the eurvicu before the ex- 
piration of his period of service, he shall receive 
tiie amount to which he would have been entitled 
if he had eeived the full period for which he en- 
gaged to serve: Provided, The person so hav- 
ing been in the service shall not receive taid 
lands, or any part thereof, if it shall appear by 
the muster-rolls of his regiment or corps that he 
deserted, or was dishonorably discharged from 
service, or if he has received, or is entitled to any 
military land bounty under any act of Congress 
heretofore passed. 


Sec. 2. And La it further enacted, tC'c., That 


the period during which any officer or eoldier 
m.iy have remained in captivity with thu enemy 
shall be estimated und adile 1 to the period of his 
actual service; and the person so detained in cap- 
tivity shall receive land under the provisions of 
thin act in the same manner that he would be en- 
tilled, in ci.se lie had entered the. service for the 
whole term made up by the addition of the time 
of hia captivity, and had served during such 
term. 


Sue.3. And Ic it further cnac'.cd, d'c. That 


tach commissioned and non-commissioned officer, 
musician and private, for whom provision ia made 
l>y thu first section hereof, shall receive a certifi- 
cate or warrant from the Department of the In- 
terior for the quantity of land, to which he may 
be entitled, and which may be located by Ute tour- 
T'tnlee or /tin hr.ir-at law, at nny land office in 
the United States, in one body and in conformity 
to the legal subdivisions o{ the public lands, upon 
any of the public lands in such District then sub- 
ject to private entry; and upon the return of such 
certificate or warrant, will) evidence of tho loca- 
tion thereof having been legally made, to the 
General Land 
Office, a patent shall be issued 


therefor. 
In the event of the death of auy com- 


missioned or lion commissioned officer, musician, 
or private, prior or subsequent to the passage ol 
this act, who shall have served as aforesaid, and 
shall not have received bounty land for suid ser- 
vices, n like certificate or warrant shall be issued 
in favor and inure to the benefit of his widow, 
who shall receive one hundred and sixty acres of 
land in case her husband was killed iu battle, 
but not to her heire, provided she is unmarried at 
thu date of her application: Provided further, 
That no land warrant issuod under the provisions 
of this act shall he laid upon any land of the Uni- 
ted States lo which there shall be a pre-emption 
right, or upon which there shall be an actual set- 
tlement and cultivation, except with the consent 
of such settler, to be satisfactorily proven to the 
pri>]H'r land officer. 


Sue. 4. Awd be ii further tnacted, &c.. That 


all sales, mortgages, letters of attorney, or other 
instruments of writing, going to affect the title or 
claim to any warrant or certificate issued, or t,i> 
be issued, or any land twin ted. or to be granted, 
under the provisions of this net. mude or execut- 
ed prior to the issue, shall be null und void to nil 
intents and purposes whatsoever; nor shall such 
certificate or warrant, or the laud ol>tuiued there- 
by, he in any wise affected by, or charged with, 
or subject to, the payment of any debt or claim 
incurred by such officer or soldier prior to the is- 
suiuu' of the patent: PiovuleJ, Tlut the benefits 
of this »ct sh'tll not accrue to any person who 
is a member of the present Congress : Provided, 
further, That it shall be the duty of the Com- 
missioner of the General Land Office, under such 
regulations an tn*y be prescribed by the Secreta 
ry of the Interior, to cause to be located free 
of expense, uny wurrant which the holder may 
transmit to the General Land Office for that pur- 
;»ose, in such Stut* nuil land district as the said 
hulJer or warrantee may designate, und upon 
good farming hind, eo fur as the same can be as. 
curtained from the maps, plats, und field notes 
of the surveyor or from any other information in 
the possession of the local olfiie ; and upon the 
location being made us aforesaid, the Secretary 
shall CHUstti a patent to be transmitted to such 
warrantee: And provided, further, That no pa- 
tent iseut-d under this act sh»H be delivered upon 
.any jx>wer of attorney, or agreement dated be- 
fore the puPinge of thie act, and that all such 
power* of attorney or HgrteriueiitB be considered 
and treated us null atid void.
